Every Farmer Should Sign 


The cotton acreage reduetion 
campaign which was started in 
Coffee County last week as well as 
in every cotton producing county 
in the South, will close Saturday 
night, July Sth, according to agri- 
cultural officials. The campaign 
was scheduled for only one week, 
but before the week closed leaders 
saw that it was impossible to car- 
ry this campaign to every farmer 
and so the time was extended to 
include this week. 

National, state and county apri- 
cultural leaders are devoting all 
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their time to this campaign, and|The names of 


while they are receiving much co- 
operation from farmers in every 
section, there is yet much work to 
be done to put the campaign over. 
Every farmer who is producing any 
cotton should and must cooperate 
if the proposisition is to be made 
a complete success. 

This week county workers are 
carrying the campaign to every in- 
dividual farmer, through a house 
to house canvass. They are meet- 
ing with much encouragement, and 
it is to be hoped that Coffee’s quota 
will be signed up before the week 
closes, According to reports made 
Monday night, only about one-half 
the acreage has been contracted. 
Farmers who so desire may secure 
contracts in the grand jury room 
of the court house at Elba. If the 
beat committee has not called on 
you, come to the courthouse and 
get one of these contracts, County 
Agent W, M. Ray issued the fol- 
lowing statement Wednesday morn- 
ing in regard to the campaign: 

‘Due to the fact that it would 
be a physical impossibility to fin- 
ish getting contracts to take out 
of production the required 10,000,- 
000 acres of cotton before the 
proposition would be accepted by 
the Goovernment, the Secretary of 
Agriculture gave the forces in 
charge of the campaign until Sat- 
urday, July 8th, to complete the 
job. 

“Up until this time (11 o'clock 
Monday night), we have contracts 
totaling 7,080 acres, which is just 
about half the acreage allotted to 
Coffee County to be taken out of 
production, The business men and 
farmers are 99 per cent for this 
proposition, but that will do very 
little good unless they sign con- 
tracts THIS WERK, if they have 
any cotton, and get this job finish- 
ed before Saturday night. 

“The beat committeemen are 
working a house to house plan this 
week, but YOU must go to them 
in place of them seeking YOU out 
and begging you to help them put 
this over if it gets done this week. 
This is one job that is going to 
take just about 100 per cent of 
the farmers to cooperate in, if it 
is done. Then if it fails to get 
the required acreage to call it a 
20, the fellow that his not done his 
‘bit’? will be the cause of the fail- 
ure of the undertaking and can 
probably be blamed by all his 
neighbors this Fall for very cheap 
cotton, 

“This is really and truly a se- 
rious proposition and should not be 
passed up lightly by any one, TIT 
find that the person that is not co- 
operating in this campaign 9 times 
out of 10 is the person that has 
not thought it out and understood 
the plan thoroughly. It is truly 
an opportunity of a lifetime for 
the cotton farmers and I believe 
practically all cotton farmers real- 
ize this, I believe we will get the 
required acreage this week, but I 
believe this because I feel that we 
will get practically every farmer 
that grows cotton in Coffee Coun- 
ty to sign a contract. I appeal to 
YOU to come on and help put this 
over. I can only say this: It 
CAN NOT be done without YOUR 
help.”

2-Cent Postage Rate Good 
Only On Local Letters 


The two-cent letter postage rate 
which went into effect Saturday, 
July 1st, will only apply so far as 
Elba is concerned on letters mailed 
and distributed from the local of- 
fice, Postmaster J. W. Maddox ex- 
plained Saturday, and the rate of 
three cents for letters mailed to 
other towns will remain unchanged, 

For instance, a letter mailed in 
Elba to be delivered in Elba or on 
a rural route from Elba will bear 
a two-cent stamp. If mailed to 
New Brockton or Enterprise or any 
other place for delivery outside of 
Elba, that rate will be three cents. 

This reduction is made for the 
benefit of persons who have con- 
siderable local mailing, The two- 
cent rate will enable merchants 
and professional men to use the 
mails for mailing invoices and 
statements. 

The reduced local rate does not

Collateral Cotton On Seed 
And Crop Loans Is Sold 


According to announcement 
made last week by Mr, D, HK. 
Mrazer, seed loan field inspector for 
the Wiregrass, cotton put up by 
borrowers on their seed and crop 
production loans last fall has been 
sold and returns will be made to 
farmers in this section within the 
near future, Borrowers who col 
laterated more cotton than it will 
tuke to cover their loans and nec- 
essary expenses will reeeive cheeks 
foy the difference, However, Mr. 
Frazer asks us to state to’ farmers 
in Coffee County that it will do no 
wood to write to the seed loan of- 
fice in regard to this matter, There 
are thousands of these loans to be 
worked out, and your writing to 
the office will not expedite matters 
one bit. Just as soon as all details 
are worked out returns will be 
made to every borrower, The in- 
spector gives us the following state- 
ment in regard to the sale of the 
cotton: 


The Farm Credit Administra- 
tion, in accordance with the Agri 
cultural Adjustinent Act, was di- 
reeted by Congress to sell to the 
Secretary of Agriculture all cot- 
ton taken from growers on Seed 
and Crop Produetion loans, which 
will amount to about 788,000 
bales, 

The Farm Credit Administration 
has made arrangements whereby 
final settlement for this cotton 
with the growers will be made on 
the basis of 9'4e per pound, based 
on July New York, for middling 
7-8 cotton, with current adjust- 
ments for variation in grade, sta- 
ple and location. 

The various agencies handling 
this cotton are rapidly developing 
final settlement reports for the 
farmers on this price basis. These 
reports will be mailed in the near 
future. In cases where the sales 
proceeds exceed the loans and 
costs, the difference will be paid 
te the growers. In cases where 
the proceeds are less than the loan 
and where the collateralized value 
placed on the cotton is greater 
than the sales proceeds, the grow- 
er’s note will be credited with the 
amount of the collateralized value 
in an amount not in excess of 
the note. 

This trade was consummated by 
the Farm Credit Administration 
and the U, S, Department of Ag- 
ricullure on June 19, at which 
time the cotton market for July 
New York middling 7-8 was 9.12, 
or 88 points under the settlement 
basis.

MONTGOMERY, June 29.—The 
Supreme Court today affirmed the 
death sentence given Willie Peter- 
son, Jefferson County negro, con- 
victed of slaying Miss Augusta 
Williams, Birmingham society girl, 
and fixed the date of execution as 
August 25. 

Peterson was convicted in Bir- 
mingham, January, 19382. He was 
charged with slaying Miss Wil- 
liams, who, with Miss Jennie Wood, 
was fatally shot, and her sister, 
Miss Nell Williams. wounded slight- 
ly, at a fashionable Mountain 
Brook section August 4, 1981, af- 
ter the three had been held cap-

Senator Hildreth declared that 
the crowd urging passage of the 
income tax amendment had a self 
ish motive in the campaign and jn- 
sinuated that the Chase National 
Bank was “interested” because it 
was the holder of the largest single 
State obligation. He renewed his 
attack on Governor Miller, charg 
ing that he had failed to back the 
economy program he sdvocated 
while running for Governor. 

Senator Hildreth said he “had 
no apology to make to anyone” for 
putting his wife on the State pay- 
roll. «The record speaks for it- 
self,” he added, “Instead of con- 
demning, he (Gov. Miller) should 
praise me for it. He has said 
nothing of the numerous clerks his 
administration leaders had.”

Son Killed By 


Deputy While Resisting Ar- 
rest At Careyville Saturday 


DOTHAN, July 3.—Shot in a

arrest, Deputy Sheritl Charl 
|'Thanp, of Washington County, Fla., 
}was in a Dothan hospital today 
}with a bullet wound in his thigh, 
} While local officers posted a guard 
lnear the hospital to prevent vio 
jience from relatives of the slain 
men, 

The men killed by Deputy Tharp 
were Joe Brock, 50, and his son, 
red, 15, farmers 6f Holmes Coun- 
ty. The shooting occurred in down 
town Careyville, in front of a lum- 
ber company office, where Deputy 
Tharp, in company with Deputy 
Sherif Harvey Hinson, were called 
to place the two men under arrest, 

At the hospital today, Tharp 
suid Brock was intoxicated and 
carrying a gun and “raising sand.” 
He and Hinson were called to ar- 
rest the farmer and his son, on 
complaint of Careyville citizens, 
Tharp said. 

When Brock was ordered to 
hand over his gun, the latter snap 
ped the pistol in his face, Tharp re 
lated, adding he pulled his gun 
and opened fire on the elder Brock, 
sending four bullets into the lat- 
ter’s chest, Ags the elder Brock 
fell to the ground his son picked 
up the gun and emptied the few 
remaining bullets in the weapon at 
him, according to Tharp, who said 
he then fired once at the younger 
Brock. The youth was struck in 
the heart, dying alongside of his 
father, 

A bullet fired by the youth 
struck the deputy in the thigh, all 
of the bullets fired by the elder 
Brock missing Tharp. The deputy 
stood in his tracks for a few sec- 
onds before falling into the arms 
of witnesses of the double tragedy. 
Tharp was rushed to a hospital 
here in an ambulance before the 
bodies of the two slain men were 
removed from the main street of 
Careyville. Funeral for the two 
men was conducted at Bethel 
Church at 11 a.m, Sunday. 

Discussing the shooting today, 
Deputy Tharp said there was only 
one thing about the tragedy he 
regretted. ‘I hated to kill the boy, 
as he did only what he or anyone 
else would have done if it had 
been his father who was killed,” 
he said, 

“When the father of the boy 
snapped his pistol at me I had to 
shoot, as it was my only chance,” 
Tharp explained, adding, “Brock 
fired the first shot.” 

Sheriff J. T. Harrell, of Wash- 
ington County, who employed 
Tharp as a deputy in January, said 
he investigated the shooting and 
absolved his deputy of all blame, 
explaining the affair was a case of 
self-defense. ‘‘Both Brocks were 
drinking, but the younger Brock 
was not as drunk as his father,” 
Sheriff Harrell said. 

The sheriff said no charges had 
been made against Tharp but the 
latter may be placed under arrest 
and held for a grand jury investi- 
gation. Sheriff Harrell said Brock 
wag in Careyville looking for an- 
other man whom he intended to 
kill, 

At noon today Sheriff Harrel 
requested local police and county 
officers to post a guard in the vi- 
cinity of the hospital here to pre- 
vent violence from relatives of the 
slain men.

Proposed Amendment No, 1 
This amendment is commonly 
called the salary reducing amenid 
ment. It would give authority to 
reduce salaries of officials who ar 
now serving in offices to whieh 
they were elected Under provi 
s10ns now existing these salaries 
cannot be reduced during the term 
to which the official was elected. 
Proposed Amendment No. 2 
This is the Income Tax Amend 
ment and would give the Legisla- 
ture the authority to levy and col- 
lect a tux on net incomes. A sin- 
le person would have an exemp- 
tion of $1,500.00. A married per- 
son, the head of a family, would 
have an exemption of $8,000.00, 
and in addition an exemption of 
9800.00 for each dependent mem- 
ber of the family under 18 years 
of age. The rate of the income 
tax shall not exceed 5 per cent for 
individuals nor 8 per cent for cor- 
porations, The amendment further 
provides that all income derived 
from the tax shall be held in trust 
for the payment of the floating 
debt of Alabama as of October 1, 
1932. When these debts are paid 
the tax is to be used exclusively 
for the reduction of State ad va- 
lorem taxes. 


Proposed Amendment No. 3 

This amendment js cailed the 
Debt Validating Amendment. Mil- 
lions of dollars of warrants are 
now outstanding against the State 
Treasury. The major portion of 
these warrants were issued to 


schools and school teachers 


throughout the State. There is the 
possibility that these obligations 


could be repudiated, and that 
school teachers and others who 


have rendered service to the State, 


would not receive the money which 


is now due them. This amendment 
would validate these debts. It is 
proposed to pay these obligations 
from the funds derived from the 
Income Tax, The passage of the 
measure would be an acknowledg- 
ment of the debts now outstanding. 


And the measure further provides 


that in the future no warrants or 
other imstrument shall be drawn 


against the treasury unless the 


funds are already available for the 
payment of the same. 

Proposed Amendment No. 4 

This amendment proposes a plan 
by which future amendments shall 
he made to the constitution, The 
biggest change made in the proce- 
dure is that if this proposal is 
adopted notice of the proposed 
amendment will be published for 
only four successive weeks in the 
newspapers of the several counties 
of the State, The law now re- 
quires eight weeks publication, and 
the adoption of this amendment 
will mean a saving to the State 
treasury of several thousands of 
dollars, 


By way of explanation we might 
say that newspaper publishers are 
the only persons directly affected 
by Amendment No, 4, and so far 
as we have been able to learn not 
one has raised his yoice in opposi- 
tion to the proposal, It is the in- 
tention of the eidtor of The Clip- 
per to vote ‘Yes’? on this amend- 
ment, as well as the other three 
proposed amendments,
